This declaration is called out by the intel- 
ligence which has recently reached the Rus- 
sian capital, that the operations of the Ozar’s 
army moving on Pamir were checked by a 
force of Ghoorkas under British officers, and 
compelled to retrace its steps across the 
frontier. 

In London the refusal of Russia to take a 
hand ia coercing China is attributed to the 
dread with which the Russians regard China’s 
capacity for injuring Russia's interests in the 
interior of Asia. Russia has always feared a 
sudden and overwhelming movement of the 
Chinese which would sweep bace the Russian 
Empire, perhaps to the Ural Mountains. 
This fear seems to be traditional and is as 
strong to-day as when Russia was a Tartar 
province. The Chinese have a very large 
force stationed near the Manchurian bound- 
ary, and could throw an army into Siberia 
far superior to any force that Russia could 
readily place in that neighborhood. 


A Vienna dispatch speaking of the Russian 
maneuvers at the Pruth, calls attentionto 
the fact that the Crimean war began with 
the crossing of the Pruth by the Russians, 
and says that everything points to a Mmilar 
beginning for the next great European con- 
dict. Five squadrons of Roumanian cavalry 
have reached the Roumanian boundary, Oppo- 
site to where the Russians are maneuvering 
and there has been no midnight demonstra- 
tions by the Russians since the cavalry ar- 
rived. The latter came by forced marches 
from Bucharest, und will remain on the 
frontier with a division of infantry, now on 
the way, as acorps of observation. It was 
said that the arrival of the Roumanian 
troops seemed to take the Russians by sur- 
prise, as if their plans had been discovered 
and check mated. 


REVOLT IN ARABIA. 


THE UPRISING IN YEMEN THREATENS THE STA- 
BILITY OF THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 

Lonwpor, Oct. 1.—While Russia and the 
Dreibund are watching each other and 
throwing out hints of warning the Sultan, 
whose capital is threatened by Muscovite 
invasion, has a matter of greater moment on 
his hands. This is the revolt in Yemen, about 
which many contradictory reports have 
been recently published. A letter from a cor- 
respondent at Cairo, just published here, 
gives what is now accepted as the true situa- 
tion in that province of Turkey. The corre- 
spondent says: 

The insurrection in Yemen not only con- 
tinues but increases and now actually threat- 
ens the existence of the Turkish Empire. On 
every hand the rebels have been successful. 
An army was sent against them under 
Mustapha Bey in the middie of July. It 
set out from Sana for Hadje, but on 
the way was met by the rebel forces and 
put to rout. Two other armies marched 
against the rebels at the same time, under 
the command of Hassan Eau Pacha and 
Ahmed Ruschdi Pacha, and they also were 
defeated. The rebels then captured and de- 
stroyed the town of Hadje, and have since 
occupied Sana. The entire region around 
Sana and Hodeida, and also Dhuram, Damar 
and Jerim, are in the possession of the insur- 
gents. Most ofthe garrison went over bod- 
Hy, only a few Arabs of the Dihama remain- 
ing faithful to the Government. Trustworthy 
dispatches from Yemen are few and infre- 
quent, but all are to the same effect, namely, 
thatthe progress of the rebellion is un- 
checked. It is even said that the rebeR have 
prociaimed a new Caliph and have announced 
the deposition of Sultan Abdul Hamid as 
Commander ofthe Faithful. 

There are also rumors, coming chiefly 
through French and German mediums, that 
the rebels are being encouraged and assisted 
by the English Government. They are 
armed, it is said, with English rifies and 
ammunition of the latest pattern. which 
have been supplied to them from Aden. The 
extraordinary statement is made seriously 
that a large body of English cavalry went 
out from Aden recently toward Hadje, 
heavily armed with rifies and revolvers and 
a goodly store of cartridges, and that after a 
friendly meeting with the rebels it returned 
without any of these equipments. 

The whole southwest corner of the Arabian 
Peninsula, which has only been under Turk- 
ish rule for about twenty years, has now en- 
tirely thrown off the authority of the Sultan. 
How far the disaffection will extend is dim- 
cult to estimate, but for evident reasons it is 


likely to involve the whole of 
Arabia. For Arabia Felix has 
never properly been an integral 


portion ofthe Ottoman Empire. The vast 
majority of its people belong to a much 
stricter Mahometan sect than the Sultan,and 
look upon him, and in fact all Turks, as little 
better than infidels. Their only respect for 
the Sultan arises fromthe fact that he has 
been declared Caliph. Formerly the Oa- 
liphate belonged to an Arabian dynasty. At 
that time the Arabs looked upon the Turks 
with utter contempt. When the Caliphate 
was transferred tothe Turkish dynasty the 
Arabs reluctantly acquiesced, and thereafter 
recognized the Sultan as the head of their re- 
ligion, but still declined to take their politics 
from Constantinople. To this day, the ex-

This aroased Wynecop’s jealousy anu he ex- 
claimed: 

Repeat that and I'll drown you.“ 

Miss Carroll demanded that her companion 
row her immediately to the beach that she 
might leave him. Instead of doing so he de- 
liberately threw her into the water, and in 
doing so was pitched out himself, A savage 
fight followed, Wynecop trying to push Miss 
Carroll under. He succeeded in doing so, 
but people on a passing yacht had been at- 
tracted and wentto her rescue. Both were 
taken on board, the lady unconscious, and 
she was conveyed tothe hospital. Her con- 
dition is critical. After Wynecop was suff 
ciently recovered he was arrested and heid 
without bail. 


A FARM HAND’S MURDEROUS FURY. 


ADOLPH BOSDORF AND WIFE NEARLY KILLED 
BY WM. MANTZ.

| The man who ended his life so miserably 


on the grave of his mistress in the Ixelles 
Cemetery may have deserved reprobation 
and contempt, but he is entitled to some 
pity. The pathetic element of ‘‘might 


have been’’ enters largely into a consider- 


ation of BOULANGER’s career. He was not 
without ability or the merit of honorable 
achi¢vement. He proved himself a brave 
and @apable soldier, He opened the way 
to the hearts of his countrymen by honest 
methods and creditable success. He pos- 
gessed the qualities which gain the love 
and admiration of others. But having the 
ability to win popularity and the oppor- 
tunity to rise to a great figure in the world 
he could not use and master them. How 
far circumstances, the accidents of fortune 
and the jealousies of others influenced 
his fate cannot be fully known 
until history has sifted the facts 
of his career with unprejudiced eye, 
That he failed is the great fact that the 
world knows and the follies and weak - 
nesses which contributed to that failure 
and which would have been overlooked 
had he succeeded are magnified. He 
doubtless deserved failure and justly 
earned it. It may be fairly assumed that 
his ambition was selfish and that his own 
weaknesses prevented him from realizing 
it. His selfish purpose made him the tool 
of his country’s enemies, his vanity 
blinded him to his actual situation and bis 
love and fear led him to flee from Paris at 
the critical time when his fortunes might 
have been saved by a bold throw. He 
committed political suicide then, and his 
physical suicide was a fitting climax to the 
drama. 

The only good ground of regret for the 
man’s inglorious end lies in the reflection 
that a life which had noble opportunities 
and possibilities was ruined by error 
and misdirected ambition; but the ecircum- 
stances of his taking off appeal to that uni- 
versal sympathy with the devoted love of 
man and woman, which makes all men 
sentimentalists at times. The man was 
guilty of weakness and ‘cowardice, but his 
devotion to Mme. DE BONNEMAIN, who 
had sacrificed everything for him, was 
pathetic and constitutes a redeeming ele- 
ment in his career,

No sooner is the first batch of statistics 
published than it becomes evident that once 
again protection has failed in its object. It 
is the old story. Protection has driven trade 
into somewhat different channels, has raised 
prices to the consumer and has forced him to 
use a worse article. Taken as a whole, how- 
ever, the McKinley act, with all its elaborate 
provigions, its multitude of provisosand its 
bristling schedules, has failed to exclude the 
pauper labor of Europe. It has fined the 
American consumer and has divided that 
fine between the state and the capitalist- 
producer; but it still allows the foreigner to 
‘*pillage’’ the republic as largely as he pul- 
laged it before. The statistics from which 
these conclusions are deduced have been 
collected and published by the New York 
Associated Press. The figures dealing with 
Germany were given a week or two ago;

were published in New York on Tuesday.

I am 
myself by instinct, trainug and service, a 
soldier; butI have never failed to deplore 
the wretched role enacted by Boulanger from 
the moment, he while head of the office, at- 
tempted to corrupt the canstituencies, ter- 
rorize the chamber and prostitute the 
army, and all that he might advance 
his vulgar fortunes at the expense 
of the life, safety and perpetuation of the 
Constitutional Republic. He was charged, 
tried and found guilty of conspiracy and at - 
tempted treason. He fied from France be- 
fore that trial began, and the man who yes- 
terday met the downfallof his personal am- 
bition and the lose of his mistress and friends 
with suicide, was then aot brave enough to 
confront a court of France with a defense of 
his honor, either as a man ora patriot. I 
have not one word tosay about the dead 
General’s private life. Thatisa matter not 
germain to the questions you ask me. 

In regard to a possible attempt by the 
Patriotic League to have @ public funeral in 
Paris, the official said: “There will be no 
great demonstrative funeral pageant for 
Gen. Boulanger either here or elsewhere in 
France. Of that you maybe certain. Nor 
do I believethe league, or its monarchical 
and imperialist allies—if the latter longer 
exist—will attempt anything of the kind. 
The time for that sort of thing has passed. 
The republic will deal with the matter 
sensibly, patiently and firmly. It will seek 
to avold offending the susceptibilities of 
Frenchmen, however misguided they may 
be; but it will no more submit to insults from 
the late followers of the dead adventurer 
than it would receive an affront from the 
most potent of livimtg-momarths,’’ 

The main—jn fact, practically the only— 
news feature ofthe thewspapers of this city 
to-day is the suicide ef Gen. Boulanger, One 
of the prominent features of the Boulanger 
story printed in Paris this morning is a 
series of interviews with leading Boulangists, 
a fact which goes ta show that Ameriean 
journalistic methods are obtaining a firm 
foothold jn Europe inspite of the sneers for- 
merly heaped upon them. 

M. Laguerse, the Boulangist Deputy, dur- 
ing one of these interviews said: ‘‘For a 
year or so Gen. Botlanger and I have been 
separated in regard to ow ideas asto what 
should be the policy of the Patriotic League. 
But Il wish to keep a bright recollection of 
the valiant soldier who served his country 
so briliantly.’’ 

M. Lauer, Paulin and Mury, in reply to 
questions im regard to the death of their 
former leader say that their grief was so 
great that they could not say anything upon 
the subject at present. M. Coussot and 
Deputy Gabriel deelared that the General’s 
death would not modify thelr political atti- 
tude. They would still remainin opposition 
to the system of affairs they compiained of. 

Deputy Pontois said that he was deeply af- 
fected by the suicide of Gen. Boulanger, but he 
acded that he was not surprised. Continu- 
ing he remarked: ‘‘The General's death will 
have little influence upon the internal poli - 
tics Of France, or upon Boulangism itself, 
which was already crumbling to pleces. 

All the Paris newspapers agree in express- 
ing the opinion that the death of Boulanger 
will not affect the political situatien, 

Mme, Boulanger, the wife of Gen. Boulan- 
ger, who is living in Versailles, was over- 
come with grief when informed of her hus- 
band’s tragic death in the Cemetery of 
Ixelles, neer Brussels. She fainted twice 
within a short time after hearing the sad 
news and is at present very much depressed 
in spirits. 

It is announced to-day from Brussels that 
the funeral of Gen. Boulanger will take place 
on Saturday afternoon, 

The funeral will bea purely civil ceremony. 
The clergy decline to participate. 

The contents of the General’s will are to be 
divulged to-day. 


WHAT THE WORLD SAYS,

THE ACT PREMEDITATED. 


PRECAUTIONS OF BOULANGER’S FRIENDS TO 
PREVENT HIS SUICIDE. 

Brussets, Oct. 1.—There are, as usual in 
such eases, many contradictory stories circu- 
lat ing in 2— * to Gen. Boulanger’s behavior 
previous to his suicide, For instance, it was 
said shortly after his death became known 
that the General bad not in any way allowed 
his friends to form any idea as to his inten- 
tions. Those who formed his entourage admit 
that the direct contrary was the fact. 
They say that recently he has frequently 
openly avowed a desire for death, and it is. 
even added that the General has several 
times of late made attempts to take his own 
life. The consequence has been that he has 
been watched as closely as possible by the 
friends who still remained true to him at the 
low-water of his fortunes. Even the latter. 
bowever, appear to have finally grown tired 
ot their task and to have determined 
to resign their positions as guard- 
lans of the fallen leader's life. 
With this object m mind his friends 
in this city recently warned the General’s 
niece and the latter’s husband, the ex- Minis- 
ter of War, who at one time was looked upon 
as the man to lead La Revanche“ enthusi- 
asts, that Boulanger was so despondent as to 
be apparently determined to commit suicide. 
This niece and her husband arrived some 
days ago at the General's hotel, in the Rue 
Monterey, and so impressed were they with 
his demeanor that one of the first things that 
they did was to cause al] the weapons found 
in his apartments to be taken away and hid- 
den where he could not get at them. 

Boulanger made no secret of his weariness 
of life since the collapse of his party, and 
particularly so since the death ot Mme. de 
Bonnemain. His friends now recall the fact 
that when the coffin lid was finally closed 
over the remains of his mistress, he kept re- 
peating aloud in heart-broken tones, Au 
revoir et a bientot.’’ Every day, about (in 
the afternoon, it has now become known, 
Gen. Boulanger, since Mme. de Bonnemain’s 
death, has gone to the cemetery at Ixelles 
and has deposited some handsome floral em- 
blem, generally a crown, upon her grave. 
He would stay by the grave of his beloved for 
some moments, sometimes for an hour, 
either engaged in prayer orin deep thought. 
Over the grave itself the General has caused 
a pretty white tombstone to be erected, and 
at its head stood a broken column inscribed: 
Mar guerite, 1855-1891.’’ A tew days ago the 
unfortunate General depostted on Mme. de 
Bonnemain’s grave a handsome crown of 
flowers, bearing on it the words: A bientot, 
Marguerite. 

Contrary to the first reports received of the 
affair, the General must have walked about 
the cemetery for nearly an hour and a half 
before he returned to Mme. Bonnemain’s 
tomb. All reports agree in the statement 
that so soon as the Genera! reached the tomb 
the second time he immediately placed the 
pistol to his head and shot himself. The re- 
port of the revolver was heard by the coach- 
man who was driving the General’s landau 
and the valet who had accompanied the sui- 
cide to the cemetery, Then both rushed to 
Mme. Bonnemain’s tomb and there they 
found the General quite dead, lying across 
the grave. Death must have been instanta- 
neous. 

The weapon which Boulanger used to de- 
stroy himself was a revolver of large caliber, 
so it ig all the more extraordinary that it 
should have escaped the vigilance of his 
valet, relatives and friends. The dead man 
had this weapon tightly grasped in his right 
hand, and it was seen that the bullet had en- 
tered the General's head near his right tem- 
pie, had passed through his head and left it 
by the left temple, 

In the apartments formerly occupied by the 
General and Mme. de Bonnemain the corpse 
reposes upon a table draped with black cloth, 
The remains are clad in a Diack frock coat, 
upon the breast of which are several decor- 
ations, notably the cross of the Legion of 
Honor conferred upon the General after he 
had been wounded in 1859 at Tusbig in Algeria, 
The General’s features are placid, and upon 
them there is not a trace, except the dimly 


the temple. In spite of repeated inquiries made 
by press representatives upon the subject, 
the relatives of Gen. Boulanger persistently 
decline to furnish the public with any defi- 
nite information as to the written declara- 
tions which he has left behind him, Yet it is 
known that the dead man prepared several 
documents for publication, in view of his 
sudden death, and that hehad written and 
placed on his desk a number of telegrams an- 
nouncing his suicide, jwhich he intended 
should be sent tothe persons to whom they 
were addressed so soon as the deed had been 
committed. All the property and documents 
of Gen. Boulanger have been placed in sealed 
receptacles by the magistrates. 

Boulanger left a will and political testa- 
ment in his desk. It is stated that the latter 
declares unshaken confidence in his party, 
enjoins his friends to prosecute the great 
aims he always had in view, and ascribes his 
own death solely to inconsolable grief over 
the loss of Mme. de Bonnemain. The funeral 
of the General will probably take place on 
Sunday afternoon. His family unanimously 
desire that the funeral should be of the most 
simple order. Some of the Generaj’s political 
friends are in favor of a public demonstra- 
tion.

WASHINGTON IN 1861. 


Hew Lincoln’s First Gall Met Response in 
Schuylkill County—Passed Unopposed | 4 
Through Baltimore in Advance of the 
Massachusetts Sixth—The Granite 
Shaft as It Stands in Pottsville. 


POPTSVILLE, Pa., Oct. 1,—This is a great 
day in the history of Pottsville and the

more than 800 strong, who passed unopposed 
through Baltimore the day before the Sixth 
Massachusetts were set upon in that firey 
city. The fact that these Pennsylvanians 
were the first volunteers to reach Washing- 
ton was long since admitted by the Congress 
of the United States, andthe Legislature of 
Pennsylvania recently ordered a medal to be 
struck off for each man of this pioneer band. 

And among the ceremonies to-day not the 
least noteworthy was the presentation of 
these medals tothe survivors of that band 
and to the heirs of those who have gone be- 
fore. Gov. Pattison presented the medals in 
the pame of the Commonwealth and the 
famous War Governor, Andrew G. Curtin, 
recefved them for the First Defenders, 

FIRST AT THE CAPITAL. 

Within one week after President Lincoln’s 
first call for volunteers no fewer than twenty- 
three full companies had left this county. In 
the field the boys from Schuylkill uniformly 
gave good accounts of themselves. Witness 
the conduct of the Ninety-sixth Regiment, 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, at Bloody Angie 
during that titantic struggle of the Wilder- 
ness. Or call in evidence the patience and 
skill of the Forty-eighth, when under Gen. 
Pleasants they iaboriously undermined 
Petersburg, using cracker boxes to carry off 
the dirt. Wherever they served the hardy 
sons of Schuylkill left behind them a good 
name. After the war had ended and 
the time was come to dedicate the 
Gettysburg Monument Gen. Grant wisely 
decided that no Pennsylvania regiment 
that had fought on that field should serve as 
the President’s body guard. He wanted no 
jealousies among the heroes of that stubborn 
battle. And yet he held it right that some 
Pennsylvania regiment noted forits good 
record should hold the post of honor. With 
this idea he selected the Fiftieth Schuylkill 
boys again. 

Several of the towns in this county years 
ago erected monuments, each in honor of 
its own Union dead. And years ago talk of 
such a local monument was begun in Potts- 
ville. More than one movement was begun, 
only to collapse at last, In the light of to- 
day it ig seen that these failures were for the 
best. The county seat will now be adorned 
with a beautiful monument of a design 
absolutely original, and of artistic merits 
worthy of its mission. 

THE MONUMENT AS IT STANDS. 

The monumentis a Corinthian column of 
Barre (Vt.) granite. An irregular octagon, 
18 feet in diameter, it recedes from the base 
until at the height of about 9 feet it becomes 
reduced toa square. At the four corners of 
this square stand four bronze figures, life- 
size, representing the four branches of the 
service—infantry, cavalry, artillery and 
bluejacket. The square is surmounted bya 
Corinthian shaft, upon the cap of which 
stands in bronze a heroic figure of Liberty, 
with one foot firmly set upon broken 
shackles. In her righthand she holds a 
wreath, as if to crown her defenders below, 
while her left hand rests upon a sheathed 
sword, The entire monument is 42 feet high.

‘This question das caused a good deal of 
discussion. Alum ts used by many bakers to 
whiten their bread, enabling them to use an 
inferior flour, It ts most extensively em- 
pioyed as a cheap substitute for cream of 
tartar in the manufacture of baking powders. 
It has not been considered immediately dan- 
gerous; although if continued it induces dys- 
pepsia and obstinate constipation. But the 
factthat many cases of poisoning have oc- 
curred from the use of alum, puts the ques- 
tion ina more serious aspect, and prudent 


people will exercise caution in the selection 


ot baking powders. 

1» Under what conditions, then, does this 
substance—formerly used only for mechani- 
cal or medicinal purposes—become poison- 
ous? They are certainly obscure, and at 

present we can only surmise what they may 
be. We suspect that the cause exists in the 
individual poisoned; some peculiarity of the 
constitution producing a morbid change in 
the secretions of the stomach, with which the 
alum combines and forms anactive poison; 
or the secretions may be healthy but in unu- 
sual proportions, and that these less or 
greater proportions in combination. with 
alum constitute a poison.’’ 

„For example, two parts of mercury and 
two parts of chlorine form calomel, which is 
not poisonous, but change the proportions to 
one part mercury and two parts of chiorine, 
and we get corrosive sublimate, which is a 
dead iy poison. 

Then again we know nothing of the con- 
stitutional peculiarities. Why is it that one 
person can eat all kinds of green fruits and 
vegetables with impunity, while the same 
course might cost another individual his life? 
One person can handle tvy and sumac 
without being in the least affected: another is 
poisoned if he approaches to within ten feet 
of them. Out of a family residing ina malarial 
district, some of the members will suffer half 
the year with fever and ague, while the oth- 
ers will enjoy excellent health during the 
entire year. Foods that are wholesome to 
some persons are actually poisonous to oth- 
ers. This is especially true of some kinds of 
fish. There ig no safety in taking alum into 
the stomach, as it is shown to be always in- 
Jurious and ofter dangerous. *

WHIPPED BY) WHITE ( CAPS 


J. W. PIATT OF DBXTER, MO., SEATEN 
NEARLY TO DEATH. 


He Calls on Marshal Buchanan for As- 
sistance-—The Marshal's Trip to Dex 
ter—@uit Over a Real Estate Transac- 
tion—Federal Notes. 


United States Marshal Buchanan has just 
returned rom Dexter, Mo., where he has 
been investigating a Ku-Klux whipping af- 
fair. J. H. Pratt, a prominent citizen of 
Bernie, nine miles from Dexter, which is in 
Stoddard County, on the Cotton Belt road, 
where dt is crossed by the Cairo branch of 
the Iron Mountain, was taken from his house 
about three daysago and badly whipped by 
white ¢aps. 

A télegram was receiyed by Marshal 
Buchanan the night before last from Bernie 
and signed J. W. Piatt, asking the 
Marshal te come immediately, but 
giving no farther information. Marshal 
Buchanan took the 9:30 train on the Iron 
Mountain that night and reached Dexter at 
8 o’clock yesterday morning. Bernie has no 
railroad connection, and the Marshal 
hired a rig. As the driver was 
hitching up the buggy, he remarked: ‘‘I know 
what you are going to Bernie for. It ts to 
look up that whipping.’’ This was the first 
intimation the Marshal had of the nature of 
the case, and he questioned the driver, 

The affair seemed to be quite well Known, 
Capt. Buchanan said, in Dexter, though the 
people did not wantto talk about it. The 
driver referred the Marshal to a lawyer, Wno, 
he said, could tell him all about the case.

The 
great difficulty is the money for the initial 
outiay. Current expenses the members can 
manage, but house room is beyond their 
reach.

tion of his ty. e found that in the 
majority of cases, as I suppose is also true 
with us at home, the great brewers or whole- 
sale liquor dealers furnish the money for the 
retall shops under the condition that they 
ell only their products. In England such 

or saloons are called tied 
said, ‘‘Why not apply the idea 
9 houses’ to the tea trade?“ 
Happening to be cornected with the tea trade 
himself he had no great difficulty in getting 
his scheme tried. He organized a working- 
men’s club with bright attractive rooms and 
a , well-conducted restaurant, the latter 
to be open to the public and both to be self- 
supporting. To these is joined a tea counter 


for the supply of the same tea, a better qual- 
' 


ity than is ordinarily to be bought by work- 
ing people, and at a low price. This furnishes 
the profit from which the rent is paid. The 
thing took, and the growth of the club has 
been rapid. The one in Shoreditch 
which was opened in December 
last has eight or nine hundred mem- 
bers. The RKatcliff Tee-to-tum reaches 
the very poorest people, and shows how 
easily they canbe drawn from the saloons 
when something better is offered them. It is 
in an obscure, ill-lighted back street, in the 
midst of men and women most of whom are 
only casual workers—that is, work only at 
oad jobs—yet these people pay the necessary 
subscription, and the club has 300 members. 

The real work of the Tee-to-tum is the inner

mass of hopeless degradation and helilp- 
less poverty. On the contrary one finds there 


to-day, whatever was there in the past, 
a vast network of clean, well 
paved streets, lined for the 
most part with comfortable tidy 


two-story brick houses; the whole region 
pierced with broad thoroughfares, solidly 
and sufficiently well bullt up, the avenues of 
a large and well ordered traffic., Of course 
there are foul alleys and some dirty markets 
where narrow streets are choked with 
costermonger’s carts, and where especially 
ofa Saturday night, life isnot pretty. But 
‘the East Londoner is to-day no such man as 
he is depicted. On theeontrary he is a hard- 
headed, if somewhat slow-witted, self-re- 
specting, thoroughly independent and virile 
specimen of humanity, who shows by the 
way he is taking hold of the opportunities 
within his reach that he is not 
only capadile of living as a man 
among men, but possibly of contributing no 
small quota tothe sum of wisdom and ex- 
perience which is necessary forthe final so- 
lution of the great social and industrial ques- 
tions. Certain it is that no great strike of 
late years has been so well managed or has 
had such wide influence as thatof the East 
London dock laborers. Out of East London 
came, if not the originators, at least the 
first recruits and the great successes of the 
Salvation Army and in East London are to 
be found to-day the most thorough-going,the 
most suggestive and the most successful 
philanthropic enterprises that are to be found 
anywhere. Ithink we can match any alley 
in London with as evil a one inSt. Louis, 
though we may rejoice that we have very 
few of them; and from what is doing in Lon- 
don we may well thank God that our home is 
in St. Louis where the burdens are compara- 
tively lightand the difficulties in any man’s 
way tocomfort are comparatively few, and 
then take courage to try to remove such dim - 
culties as now exist.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST SUNSTROKE. 


Circular Issued by a State Board of 
Health Telling What to Do. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

The State Board of Health has issued the 
following circular concerning the precautions 
to be taken against sunstroke and the treat- 
ment of any one afflicted with the illness: 


Sunstroke is caused by excessive heat of 
the blood (from 100 deg. to 110 deg. Fahr.), 
which produces at depression of the 
nervous aystem. It occurs during the hot 
season of the year and usually to those ex- 
posed to the hot sun, but it sometimes occurs 
at night and also to those exposed to great 
heat in glassworks, laundries, furnaces, 
bakeries, iron foundries and the engine rooms 
of steamships. It is largely confined to the 
hot, close streets and passages of the city, 
but is not unknown to the country. Those 
habitated to the use of alcohol and the de- 
— a are especially predisposed to at- 

cks. ' 

Dark, close-fitting clothing and such as 
compresses the chest and neck should be 
avoided during the heated term. For those 
obliged to labor in the sun light clothing 
and a straw or light felt hat, permitting free 
circulation of air, are preferable. 

On very hot ys one should drink fre- 
quently, t in small quantities. A large 
amount of ice water, cold beer, soda water, 
mineral water or other iced drink entering 
the stomach at one time is injurious. 


Cool water, into which oat meal has been 
Stirred, is a safe andrefreshing drink. 
Water should not be drunk in considerable 
quantities at a lower temperature than 
spring water, namely, 56 deg. Fahrenheit. 
Immediate death is often caused by ‘‘ice 
cod“ drinks. The immoderate use of alco- 
holic beverages is also dangerous. 

The sleeping room should be freely venti- 
lated and cool. Oonstipation of the bowels 
should be avoided. When overheated, work 
slowly, frequent cooling the head, chest 
and back with cold water. Keep a wet cloth 
or some green leaves in the hat on the head, 
frequentiy wetting them with cold water. 
When, on a very hot day, the skin becomes 
dry anduncomfortably hot, a burning sen- 
sation is feltinthe headand the face is 
flushed and the eyes bloodshot, with frequent 
— to urinate, the person should im- 
mediate quit work, retire toa cool place 
and rest in quietness; and if not speedily re- 
— from sensation of heat, take a cold 


The attack may be very sudden and take 
the form ofdelirium in which the tient 
rushes wildly about and may attack those 
around him, or he may become weak and sink 
to the ground as ifina fainting spell or 
stupor. Loss of consciousness and mental 
disturbance may be only partial. Nausea or 
sickness at the stomach often precedes the 
onset. Oonvulsions may occur. 

Sunstroke must be carefully distinguished 
from heat exhaustion, in which the genera! 
symptoms are similar to those of sunstroke, 
but the bodily temperature is below the nor- 
mal. The difference can be at once recog- 
nized by feeling the skin underneath the 
clothing ; in sunstroke the skin feels burning 
hot; in heat exhaustion it is cold.

2. Strip his clothing to the 
him in a recumbent position. 

B. cold water—ice water is best—upon 
his head and chest until consciousness re- 
turns. The points at which the blood may 
be most effectually cooled are the wrists, the 
temples and the ears, because at those points 
it approaches the surface more nearly in 
considerable quantities. Ice may be applied 
to the head and chest and rubbed over the 
— but if the skin is cold no ice should be 
applied. Internally small doses of brandy 
may be administered with success; but in ail 
cases of sunstroke the patient should as soon 
as possible be placed charge of a compe- 
tent physician. 

The patient should do no mental work 
some months and should keep from 
excitement. Persons who have once suffered 
trom sunstroke are liable to a second attack. 
Insanity in some of its varied forms fre- 
quently follows sunstroke. 

In heat exhaustion give alcoholic stimu- 
lants and place the patient in a hot bath, so 
as to raise the bodily temperature.

Botled veal counted as the best of dain 
tles; roast pork, with wheaten bread, 
might also be provided forfavored guests, 
in default of which delicacies curds and 
buttermilk were welcome, and the bill of 
fare during the royal visit comprised ,on alter- 
nate days, fish and milk, meatandale. Yet 
the tables spread with such simple repasts 
were often gay with embroidered cloths and 
radiant with gilded vessels, dainty glass 
beakers and repousse silver and bronze 
drinking horns. They were surrounded, too, 
by gorgeously clad revelers. Scarlet cloaks, 
lined with fur and secured with magnificent 
fibul# of bronze, inlaid with silver, or of 
silver gilt diversified with filigree work, gar- 
nets or walrus ivory, were flung over silken 
tunics or kirtles made of a kind of velvet 
called ‘*pell.’’ 

These were belted in with girdles finely 
wrought of precious metals; gold rings en- 
circling legs, arms and fingers; silk caps, 
adorned with lace, covered the head; shoes 
were of leather covered with beaten gold and 
stitched with silk;a gold band like a diadem 
confined tawny and profuse locks flowing 
down to the shoulders. We hear, -beside, 
of gloves made soft with down, of suits 
oft many colored English cloth, rain-and- 
dust cloaks and ot fur-lined mantles with 
golden neck straps.

LONDON POLICE STATISTICS. 


Keeping the Peace in the World’s Great 
est City. 


London Correspondence of the New York Tribune. 


An impressive view of the magnitude of the 
British metropolis is presented in the annual 
report of the Commissioner of Police, which 
has just been pee ery covering the opera- 
tions of that department for the year 1890. 
The authorized strength of the force was as 
follows: 81 superintendents, 858 inspectors, 
1,534 sergeants and 12,841 constabies, to- 
tal, 15,264; being an increase of 1 super- 
intendent, 11 inspectors, 82 sergeants and 445 
constables since 1889. Of these 4 superin- 
tendents, 54 inspectors, 197 sergeants and 
1,423 constables were employed on special 
duties for various Governmen — tf 
including special protection sts at public 
offices and buildings, dock y and military 
stations, and by public companies and pri- 
vate individuals. © number of police 
available for service the metropolis, ex- 
clustve of these speially employed and 
whose services were Rid for, was 27 super- 
intendents, 804 inspettors, 1,337 sergeants 
and 11,432 constables; jotal, 13,600, An aver- 
age of vune-fourteéenth of the force, except 
special duties, sick tip Tee is daily on leave 


e 
in accordance with regulation granting 
one day’s leave of abseice to each man every 
fortnight. Casualties men sick and on de- 
tached sick leave avelaged 549 daily. The 
Metropolitan Police Dstrict extends over a 
radius of fifteen miles from Charing Cross, 
exclusive of the city of London, and em- 
braces an area of 688.31 fquare miles, extend- 
ing from Colney Heath, Hertfordshire, on the 
north, to Mogadore, Todworth Heath, in the 
south, and from Lark Hall, Essex, inthe 
east, to Staines Moor, Middlesex, in the west. 
The total amount of police rate levied on the 
parishes forthe year ended March 31, 1891, 
produced $3,693,015, and the local taxation 
account contributell $2,963,406 to the police 
fund during the year. 

The criminal returns for 1890 disclose a most 
satisfactory record ſor the year. The felonies 
relating to property numbered 17,491 or 2,053 
fewer than 1889, though the figures for 1889 
were a marked improvement on those of the 
preceding year, There were fewer 
offenses of this kind committed in the me- 
tropolis during 1990 than in any year since 1875. 
But in 1875 the felonies of this class were, 
relatively to the population, in the ratio of 
4.182 per 1,000 whereas last year the Eo 
tion per 1, was only 3 or 
less than half the number considered 
normal twenty years ago. It thus appears 
that there was greater 8 for persons 
and property in the metropolis during 1890 
than in any previous year included inthe 
statistical returns. It should be remembered 
that in relation to police work the difficulties 
of dealing with crime as each decade adds a 
million to the population of the metropolis 


are augmented in a ratio far greater than 
that of the arithmetical increase. The 
facilities for the commission of crime, 


and the chances of immunity relied on b 
professional criminals, are very muc 
sponser in a population bordering on 6,000,000 
han they were in 18%, when the population 


of London was only about 4,000,000 ten of 
the sixteen murder cases recorded in which

— 2 — were effected by 
politan Police, convictions were obtained 
against the perpetrators of thecrimes. In 
seven of these the prisoners were sentenced 
to death, and in the other three the accused 
were found to be insane, and were ordered 
to be confined during Her Majesty’s pleasure. 
Six murder cases remain to be accounted for. 
In one of these the author of the crime was 
removed to a lunatic asylum without being 
brought to trial. In another the mu rer 
committed suicide. In a third the accused 
was acquitted of the capital charge on the 
medical evidence adduced as to the cause of 


death. In the Chiswick case of Jan. 
1 it was ultimately established that 
the death was wholly unconnected 


with homicidal violence, And in the case of 
the Italian, Pompeo, who was murdered by 
another Italian on Feb. 18, the accused es- 
caped to Ataly and the evidence of his guilt 
was remitted to the Italian Government in 
the usual way. The only capital crime unac- 
counted for, therefore, ig that of the girl 
Amelia Jeffs, who was e at West 
Ham on Jan. 81, and there the evidence 
against the author of the crime was deemed 
insufficient to justify his arrest.

DISFIGURED FOR LIFE. 


Two Babies Attacked by Rats and Hor- 
ribly Mutilated. 


WoRCESTER, Mass., Oct. 1.—It has just be- 
come publicly known that the twin babies of 
Mrs. Joseph Lane of Exchange street were 
attacked by rats early on Sunday morning 
and the left cheek of one of them was nearly 
chewed of. Thetwins were born about five 


weeks ago and both are fat, chubby and 
—— girls. On Saturday night they were 
carefully tucked away in their cradle near 
the mother’s bed. At about 4 o’clock Sun 
day morning Mrs. Lane was awakened by the 
stified cries of one of them. The crying con- 
tinued and finally the mothertook the babe

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—Gen. Antonio Bar- 
rios, a relative of the most famous President 
of Guatemala, Jose Rufino Barrios, who was 
killed inthe attempt to place himself at the 
head of the United Republics of Central 
America four years ago, is in this city. In an 
interview last evening he said he placed little 
reliance in the reports of a revolution from

ern improvements. There are telegraph 
lines in many directions from the capital, 
and telephones as well.

Iknow my countrymen and it is 
not like them to lose their heads and revolt 
in this way.’’ 

ls it not true that revolutions have com- 
menced in Guatemalaas suddenly before?’’ 
the General was asked. 

Not in that way, Barrios replied. 

This is not the time; there has deen no 
preparation. Everything is peaceful. Presi- 
dent Barillas has announced that he 18 for 
the freedom ofthe people, and that he ac- 
cepts the provision of the Constitution which 
saysthe President shall not be re-eletted 
after serving a stipulated time. When Bartl 
las stands before the people in that light it is 
no time for revolution. The people believe 
he is sincere—all but certain newspaper edit- 
ors, and I am informed that the talk against 
the President is altogether the result of writ- 
ings printed in their papers.’’
